Twwjir  five  hundred  rears  ago.  when  the 
ancestors  of  the  men  to  whom  Pbul  preached 
from  Mars'  Hill  began  to  study  t'  e  world  in 
which  they  found  iftern selves,  they  were  so 
impressed  by  the  harmony  of  its  laws  and 
the  regularity  of  its  movements  that  they 
called  it  the  '  Order.'*  It  was  rattier  an  in 
*  jurat  i«»o  than  the  result  of  study  and  oheer 
ration  which  gave  this  name  to  nature,  for 
science  was  ia  its  c  adle 

Since  that  day  the  lines  of  knowledge  base 
been  carriea  to  the  emla  of  the  earth,  and  flar 
beyond  into  illimitable  space  The  telescope 
f  has  watched  with  sleepless  eye  the  faintest 
f  gleam  vf  light  on  the  outskirts  of  the  u» 
verse;  the  microscope  has  separated  atom  from 
atom  with  a  gaze  so  intense  ami  keen  that 
1  nothing  rerapes  it ;  the  aimslysn  of  the 
chemist  has  resolved  every  visible  substance 
into  its  elements  and  given  each  of  these  lu 
name  .  light  itself  has  been  dissolved  and 
made  to  tell  the  story  of  its  marvelous  com¬ 
position,  and  so  perfectly  have  its  secrets 
been  mastered  that  it  baa  been-  forced  to  dis- 
ckwe  that  which  lay  beyond  the  power  of  the 
telescope  to  discover,  the  structure  of  the 
stars  from  which  through  immeasurable 
spaces  and  long  periodk-  of  time,  it  falls  at 
last  upon  the  ere  of  the  student.  The  heav¬ 
ens  above  and  the  earth  beneath  and  the 
waters  under  the  earth  have  been  watched 
I  with  tireless  devotion. ‘explored  with  inde- 
I  fatigablfl courage,  studs d  with  consummate 
intelligence  and  skill,  and  over  it  all,  to  ex- 
i  press  in  one  word  their  mxfcrstanding  of  its 
vast  unity  and  harmony  of  operation,  men 
h*ve  written  “Law." 

But  nature  still  waits  for  another  name. 
Centuries  hence,  when  science  shall  have 
pushed  ita  frontier  stations  still  farther  on 
into  the  territory  of  mystery  snd^  ignorance, 
when  spiritual  insights  shall  have  done  for 
the  ulterior  purposes  of  Order  and  Law  os 
men  find  them  in  nature  what  science  is 
doing  for  their  methods,  across  the  whole 
risible  universe  another  word  will  be  writ¬ 
ten — Love.  Order.  Law,  Love  are  the  steps 
by  which  men  will  mount  to  a  true  con¬ 
ception  of  God's  purpose  in  creation. 

All  things  work  together  for  good  is  the 
declaration  in  which  the  Bible  sums  up  the 
final  result  of  the  whole  vast  movement  of 
na'.ure  end  life’,  end  to  this  point  of  inspired 
vision  which  seen  the  end  from  the  beginning 
science  must  come  at  last.  For  law  and 
order,  nature  and  the  whole  progress  of  his¬ 
tory  are  only*  other  names  for  tlmt  divine 
Providence  which  touches  human  life  as 
tenderly,  as  directly  and  as  profoundly 
through  the  regular  and  methodical  proces¬ 
sion  of  nature  ns  through  those  experiences 
which  we  separate  from  the  current  of 
events  and  set  apart  as  special  providences. 
In  the  truest  and  deepest  sense,  all  life  is 
providence — that  is,  a^wise  foreseeing  and 
provision  for  the  best  good  of  every  soul 
that  is  willing  to  be  guided.  It  is  a  narrow 
and  imperfect  knowledge  of  Ood  which 
makes  an  antagonism  between  the  world 
which  science  searches  for  knowledge  and 
the  world  in  which  the  spirit  seeks  for  truth, 
which  opens  a  broad  chasm  between  the  reg 
ular  ministrations  of  God's  law  in  nature 
and  the  revelations  of  God's  purpose  for  as 
is  his  dealings  w  th  our  careers.  Thought, 
care,  power,  love  are  as  manifest  in  the  one 
series  of  events  as  in  the  other;-  nothing  is 
forgotten,  nothing  overlooked.  It  is  some¬ 
where  on  the  outskirts  of  the  universe  God 
is  bnilding  the  latest  star  and  giving  it  the 
Impulse  that  shall  send  it  sweeping  with 
steady  flight  through  its  mighty  orbit,  he  is 
giving  no  more  thought  and  care  to.  it  titan 
ho  will  give  next  spring  to  the  flower  that

u,  Washington  to  attend  the  scroion  or  Con¬ 
gress  until  theyjfet  ready;  and  perhaps  as 
many  are  in  the  habit  of  leaving  Washing 
ton  during  the  session,  without  permiadun, 
to  visit  their  friends  or  attend  to  private 
basinemt.  SeneWw  Sharon,  of  Nevada,  who 
has  brew  superseded,  has  been  an  absentee 
during  nearly  the  whola  of  his  term.  No 
notice  has  been  taken  by  either  house  of 
this  habitual  system  of  absenteeism,  prac¬ 
ticed  by  a  great  many  nu  mbers  of  Congress. 
They  areae  when  they  please  and  leave 
wlwn  they  please,  ea  if  the  matter  were 
purely  lor  their  convenience  and  discretion; 
and  Congress  lias  treated  the  practice  as  if 
this  were  a  fact. 

There  is  a  law  relating  to  the  salaries  of 
these  absentees,  that  ia  practically  no  law  at 
all,  because  it  is  not  enforced.  One  of  its 
previsions  is  tliat  a  deduction  shall  be  made 
from  the  salary  of  the  member  for  each  day 
of  his  absence,  unless  he  assigns  his  own 
sickness  or  that  of  a  member  of  his  family 
aa  a  reason  for  (he  absence.  Another  pro¬ 
vision  is  that,  if  a  member  withdaws  from 
his  seat  aud  does  not  return  before  the  ad¬ 
journment  of  Congress,  he  shall  in  addition 
to  the  sum  deducted  for  each  day  of  absence, 
forfeit  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  allowed  by  law  for  bis 
traveling  expenses  in  returning  home,  unless 
the  withdrawal  was  by  the  permission  of  the 
house  of  which  he  is  a  member.  These  pro 
visions  are  entirely  just  sad  proper.and  might 
be  of  some  service  in  correcting  the  prac¬ 
tice  to  which  we  refer,  if  they  were  rigidly 
enforced.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 

I  they  are  for  the  most  part  inoperative,  and 
|  members  of  both  houses  of  Congress  are 
constantly  drawing  money  front  the  Treasury 
to  which  they  are  not  eutitled  by  law  or  by 
any  rule  of  equity. 

We  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  for 
Congress  to  adopt  some  system  of  reasons 
ble  yet  sufficiently  stringent  regulations  in 
respect  to  this  practice  of  absenteeism  on  the 
part  of  too  many  members  of  Congress.  It 
would  be  no  difficult  task  to  frame  a  set  of 
rules,  and  give  them  the  force  of  law, ✓  that 
would  act  as  a  healjhful  stimulant  to  flabby 
and  delinquent  consciences.  If  members 
elected  to  serve  the  people  in  the  legislative 
counsels  of  the  nation,  and  paid  out  of  the 
National  Treasury  for  the  service,  will  not 
from  a  sense  of  honor  attend  punctually  to 
the  d  ities  of  the  position,  then  they  ought 
to  forfeit  the  office  and  be  returned  to  pri¬ 
vate  life.  No  man  has  a  right  to  hold  an 
office  the  duties  of  which  he  neglects  to  dis¬ 
charge.  If  he  has  other  important  duties, 
that  claim  his  first  attention,  let  him  then 
resign  the  office  and  get  out  of  rhe  way,  and 
thus  make  room  for  some  one  who  will 
perform  its  duties.  It  is  just  as  ba  1  to  cheat 
the  people  out  of  a  service  due  to  them  aa  it 
is  to  cheat  them  out  of  their  money  —  Thie 
Week'*  Independent. 


TUE  RISE  AXE  FALL  OF  OREATXESS. 

A  wounded  wolf  is  toru  to  piecea  and  devour¬ 
ed  by  bis  companions.  The  law  holds  good  In 
the  higher  order  of  wolves  of  /  which  tnan^  Is  s 
fair  representative.  Whea  Napoleon  *u  at  the 
zenith  of  bis  power  he  drew  the  world  after 
biro.  He  was  a  hero  and  a  worshipped  god. 
When  he  was  a  prisoner  aqd  an  exile  those  who 
had  been  loudest  in  his  praises  denounced  hint. 
Below  wc  have  some  extracts  from  a  valuable 
hook,  known  by  the  name  of  “Gleanings  for  the 
Curious,”  in  which  is  the  record  of  Naftoleon’s 
advance  upon  Paris,  after  bis  escape  from  Elba. 
Were  it  not  so  sad  to  think  how  changeable  hu¬ 
man  nature  is,  it  would  be  laughable  to  read  of 
the  rise  and  fall  of  the  barometer  of  public  feel¬ 
ing. 

In  1815,  the  French  newspapers  announced 
the  departure  of  Bonaparte  from  Elba,  his  pro¬ 
gress  through  France  and  his  entrance  into 
Paris/in  the  following  manner: 

March  9.  The  Anth/opophogus  has  quitted 
bis  den.  March  10.  The  Corsican  Ogre  has 
land  ad  at  Cape  Juan.  March  11.  The  Tiger 
baa  arrived  at  the  Gap.  March  13.  Tl|j  Mon¬ 
ster  slept  at  Greenoble.  March  13.  The  Usur¬ 
per  ts  directing  his  steps  toward  Dyon,  but  the 
brave  and  loyal  Burgundians  have  risen  en 
masse  and  surrounded  hian  on  all  sides.  March 
18.  Boo  apart  is  only  sixty  leagues  from  the 
Capital;  he  baa  been  fortunate  enough  to  es¬ 
cape  his  pun  nets.  March  19.  Bonapart  ad¬ 
vancing  with  ra'Viid  steps,  but  he  will  never  en¬ 
ter  Paris.  M  irt-h  30.  Napoleon  will  to-morrow 
be  under  our  ramparts.  March  31.  TheEm- 
peror  is  at  FcutUainbean.  March  23.  His  Im¬ 
perial  and  Rqyal  Majesty  yesterday  evening  ar¬ 
rived  at  the  Tuileries,  amidst  the  jayful 
acclamations  of  hit  devoted  and  faithful  sub¬ 
jects. 

The  Journal  Dei  Debate*,  in  reference  to  the 
escape  from  Elba,  spoke  of  Napoleon  on  the  9th 
of  March,  as  the  “Poltroon  of  1814.”  On  the 
15th  it  said  of  him:  “Scourge  of  the  Generation 
thou  shall  reign  uo  more!" 

On  the  16th  lie  is  a  *  Robespierre  oa  horsey 
back;’’  ou  the  19th,  "The  Adventurer  from 
Corsica;”  but  on  the  31st  we  are  gravely  in¬ 
formed  that  the  “Emperor  has  pursued  bis  tri¬ 
umphal  course,  having  found  no  other  enemies 
thau  the  miserable  libels  which  were  vainly 
scattered  qu  his  path  to  impede  his  progress.”

After  the  first  heavy  shocks,  two  or  three  slight 
ones  were  felt, sals  usually  the  case.  In  June  1 
entered  my  uncle’s  offioe  as  a  clerk.  Ue  is  doing 
business  aa  a  ship  broker.  I  hear  Spanish  spoken 
around  m*  all  tbe  time.  All  the  writing,  book¬ 
keeping  and  so  forth  is  done  in  that  language,  and 
as  it  is  very  easy  to  leant  I  am  already  *bl#  to 
speak  asd  understud  It  with  but  little  difficulty. 

We  load  a  greet  m£y  vessels  of  oil  nationalities, 
the  most  of  them  for  the  north,  a  great  deal  of 
cargo  going  now  to  the  seat  of  war.
